NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—(CP)— | 
A Canadian general election 
within 15 months may put the 
C.C.F. in power and the party is 
preparing plans to meet such a 
national challenge, M, J. Cold- 
well, C.C.F, leader, said in 
addressing a meeting sponsored 
by the League for Industrial 
democracy today. 

“It is not beyond a possibility, 
{f not a probability, that the gen- 
era! election due within 15 months 
at the most, will put us in power 
in Canada,” said Mr. Coldwell. 

Word reaching him from over- 
seas had reported great gains in 
strength for the C.C.F, among all 
the armed forces.

German 1 Troops 
Near Sarajevo 


LONDON, Jan. 15—(AP)—Ger- 
man troops have smashed down the 
Vrdas river valley from Banja Luka 
to within 45 miles of Sarajevo, 


capital of Bosnia in Yugoslavia, but 
have suffered heavy losses in east- 
ern Bosnia, Marshal Josip Broz 
(Tito) reported today. 

Nazi columns captured the Vrbas 
river towns off Bugojno and Gornji- 
xakuf, the latter 54 miles west of 
the Bosnian capital. 

Sarajevo is 87 miles southeast of 
Banja Luka, rail junction from 
which the Germans began their 
drive through central Bosnia. 

Other German columns captured 

the town of Prnjavor, 12 miles south 
of Banja Luka. A German column 
was reported smashed between 
Banja Luka and the town of Cad- 
javich. 
. Partisans were on the offensive 
in eastern Bosnia, according to 
Tito's bulletin, and captured the 
town of Bijelina and the locality of 
Jamja, 65 miles northeast of Sara- 
devo. 

Herezegovinian patriots were said 
to have cut the railway line  be- 
tween Dubrovnik, on the Dalmatian 
coast north of Hostar, destroying 
the stations of Luk, Jasenica and 
Diklic.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15—(CP)~— 
L. B, Pearson, minister-counsellor 
of the Canadian embassy in Wash-

Alleged by city police to have |

finding of the man in a burning 
auto about 4:39 am, Friday, 
Charles Stack, 45 years old, of 
Edmonton, was placed under ar- 
rest late Friday and charged 
with omitting to do an act which 
might have saved another per- 
son's life.

At the 
hospital, efforts to revive him were 
made for two hours and a half, be- 
fore life was pronounced extinct. 

A post-mortem was performed

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False Fire Alarms 


To combat the undue prevalence of 
false fire alarms in Edmonton, it has been 
suggested to the city council that some 
device be employed to hold the alarm- 
ringer to the box until the arrival of the 
fire department, 

The suggestion was not made entirely 
in jest, because it was pointed out that 
some such mantraps are in use in parts of 
the United States, The objection to any 
such mechanism, however, is fairly ob- 
vious. A man might stand with his wrist 
in a handcuff to prevent his own house 
from burning down, but he certainly would 
not endure such indignities for the sake 
of anybody else’s property. 

The remedy for this foolish game of 
ringing false fire alarms is to make it 
more expensive. 

It is probably true that campaigns tell- 
ing exuberant young people that this prac- 
tice is wrong and wasteful and dangerous 
have very little effect. But a substantially 
increased penalty, with a jail sentence in- 
stead of a fine, always materially cools the 
zeal of practical jokers.

Does Export Trade Matter? 


Canada has doubled its farm produc- 
tion during the war years. That of course 
is a remarkable achievement, remember- 
ing that hundreds of thousands of men 
have been drawn into the fighting forces 
and that industrial production has expand- 
ed even more than farm output. 

But the practical consideration is that 
{f we are going to go on producing crops 
and stock and stock products at the pres- 
ent rate in post-war years, one of two 
things must happen. Either the consumers 
in the Dominion must double or we must 
continue to ship abroad approximately as 
great a volume of farm products as we 
are now exporting. 

That our population will not double in 
& year or in five years is certain, There 
remains only the choice of maintaining our 
present place in foreign markets—or of 
curtailing farm production. Curtailment 
would pay no dividends of any sort, and 
would throw the nation’s economic mach- 
inery into a violent slow-down. If we are 
to have such conditions as full employ- 
ment and general prosperity, the export of 
grain and stock and their products on 
something near the present scale is imper- 
ative. We simply must have customers 
abroad for about half the total output of 
the farms. 

It follows that trade policies and fin- 
ancial policies will have to be shaped de- 
liberately with this end in view. Tariff 
theories, sectional interests, class clamors, 
will have to be ignored when they run 
counter to the all-important purpose of 
selling in other countries something like 
50 per cent of the wheat and hogs and cat- 
tle and dairy products and other things 
which come from the Canadian farm. 
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Old Names Come Back 


Minsk and Pinsk, words so familiar to 
readers in the early years of the First 
great war, are coming back into the news. 
Both cities stand on railway lines running 
from Moscow to Warsaw—the route of 
Napoleon's disastrous retreat. 

Mozyr, captured Friday by the army 
of White Russia, is toward the eastern end 
of the Pripet Marshes, a name which read- 
ers of First great war news will also re- 
call, Having lost Mozyr, the next practic- 
able stopping place for the retreating Nazis 
will be Pinsk, 135 miles to the west. Be- 
tween lie the marshes, now frozen, offering 
no natural defence positions. 

Rather leas far to the west of Pinsk 
is Brest-Litovsk, where the Russians were 
compelled to sign a treaty with the Ger- 
mans in 1918. This city is on the Curzon 
line, accepted in 1919 as marking the 
boundary between Poland and Russia. The 
boundary ut the beginning of the present 
war lay far to the east. The fighting north 
of the Marshes is now in territory taken 
ee Russia by the Poles subsequent to 

19. 

To the south of the Marshes a column 
of the first Ukraine army has captured 
Sarny and is pushing westward, threaten- 
ing to cut off the retreat of the enemy 
through the frozen swamps. Thus while 
farther south the Red army is hemming 
in huge Nazi forces between the Dnieper 
and the Bug, these co-ordinated advances 
on either side of the Marshes are driving 
wedges through the middle of the enemy 
line and setting the stage for another 
pincers operation. 

The fighting has been severe, and likely 
to be exceptionally so, for these Russian 
columns are pushing along the road that 
leads through Warsaw to Berlin, For rea- 
sons of morale, as well as from military 
considerations, the Nazis are. bound to 
muster all the strength they can to stop the 
Russian advance along the route that 
stands associated with the downfall of 
Napoleon. 
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Christian Mission 


The first University Christian Mission 
fn Canada will visit the University of Al- 
berta from January 23 to 26 inclusive when 
five distinguished speakers will present the 
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claims of the Christian Faith to the stu- 
dents of that institution. 

These speakers are Chancellor George 
Gilmour of'McMaster University, Bishop 
Remington of Eastern Oregon, Miss Ger- 
trude Rutherford of Toronto, Mr, Hugh 
MacMillan of Toronto and Dr. Leslie Kil- 
born, Dean of the West China Mission 
School. 

The University Christian Mission pro- 
ject is the joint result of the deliberations 
of representatives from the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada, the Church of Christ, the 
Baptist, Presbyterian and United Churches, 
the Salvation Army and the Student Chris- 
tian Movement, Its purpose is to lay be- 
fore Canadian students everywhere the 
doctrines of the Christian religion and to 
secure their active allegiance to that re- 
ligion. 

Although this technique of propagat- 
ing the Faith is new in Canada, the uni- 
versities in the British Isles and in the 
United States have been acquainted with 
it for some time. 

There are two essential points to be 
noted with regard to the University Chris- 
tian Mission. 

The first is, that the war has shown 
that our civilization is essentially a Chris- 
tian civilization and that the minute it 
ceases to be Christian it ceases to be civ- 
ilization at all. 

The second is that unless our educa- 
tional institutions are basically Christian 
there is little chance of maintaining the 
Christian nature of our civilization. 

In brief, our social, political and inter- 
national future is inextricably bound up 
with the Christian influence wielded by our 
universities and schools. The Christian 
principle, which is the safeguard of our 
civilization, must begin with and permeate 
our educational system. 

In the light of that understanding the 
University Christian Mission is carrying on 
a vital work whose importance is so vast 
that it has not yet been recognized. 

Christianity cannot be set apart in a 
chronological or psychological compart- 
ment. It is a dynamic and practical asset 
in the everyday ie be of living.

Polish Frontiers 


Editor, Bulletin: A clipping from | 
your newspaper with a letter to the 
editor by F. A. Nicholas, published | 
on December 8 has recently been | 
brought to my attention. Under the 
editorial caption “Polish Question” 
the au:hor of the letter makes the 
statement that “Poland had in the 
first place seized the territory from 
Russia by force while Russia was 
too exhausted and in a position 
that made it too dangerous to re- 
sist.” 

Mr. Nicholas should be reminded 
that in 1928 Poland recovered part 
of her territory which was seized 
from her by Catherine the Great 
of Russia in 1772. It is true that the 
Soviet Union was much weaker in 
1920 than it is today, But Poland 
was, in a stronger degree than 
Russia, exhausted—after four gen- 
erations of dismemberment, four 
years of the World War fought on 
her territory, followed by two years 
of her war with the Soviet Union. 
After 123 years of foreign occupa- 
tion she had to organize her admin- 
istration, her army, her political, 
economic and cultural structure. So 
it was not the case of a strong Po- | 
land against weak Russia. And not 
the case of seizure but of recovery.

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The Polish-Russian Question 


Ethnic Considerations of 
Little Consequence in 


Situation 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 
If the Russian-Polish controversy 
were chiefly a question of drawing 


ethnographical frontiers, a number 
of solutions might appeal to the 
reason of both parties. But the 
ethnographical question is not pri- 
mary. The issue is much more 
profound. 

The Soviet Un- 
ion is not a na- 
tional state, Be- 
cause the empire 
stretching from 
the Baltic Sea to 
the Pacific Ocean 
was always called 
Russia, we still 
refer to the So- . a 
viet Union by this 
name. Actually it Dorothy 
consists of six fed- Thompson 
erated republics, three composed of 
Slavonic peoples, numbering over 
seventy per cent. of the population, 
with Russian predominating and 
Ukrainians the next largest group. 
A quarter of the one hundred sixty- 
nine ethnic groups do not clearly 
belong to white peoples. 

Thus, though it is possible though 
difficult to draw ethnic frontiers 
for a Polish national state, it is not 
possible to draw them on the same 
principles for the non-national So- 
viet Union. It is this fact that could 
make Soviet expansion disquieting. 
For there is no “natural” stopping 
place for it on purely ethnographic 
grounds as there is none for the 
British empire.

The western or Polish Ukrainians 
have had many troubles as minori- 
ties. Some of them, backed by the 
Soviet, have wanted to join their 
“racial comrades” in the Soviet 


Ukraine, Others, backed by exiled 
White Russians, some Poles, Ger- 
mans and persons in western coun- 
tries have wanted to assist in de- 
taching the entire Ukraine from the 
Soviet Union, Propagandists for an 
independent Ukraine have made 
virtually anti-Soviet campaigns in 
the United States. Polish groups 
have hinted that the eastern prob- 
lem should be solved by creating 
a great eastern federation under 
Polish leadership to include the 
Baltic and Danubian states, plus 
the Ukraine—a union of nations 
on the mode! of the Soviet but with 
a radically different social system 
and frankly regarded as a “cordon 
sanitaire” against the Soviet and a 
counter-balance to Germany. 

The shifting of the Soviet fron- 
tier further west does little to im- 
prove the strategical position of 
the Soviet Union, but that is not 
the primary Soviet object, which is 
to end forever the possibility that 
the Polish Ukraine might be a 
breeding place for a Ukrainian 
separatist movement, The Ukraine 
has been an objective of three 
wars: Germany conquered it and 
detached it in the last war; Hitler 
fought the Soviet for it in this one, 
and the Poles were in Kiev in 1920.

That the Poles discuss the exten- 
sion of their frontiers to the Oder, 
means that they, too, are not think- 
ing of ethnographic frontiers, but 
of getting sufficient power to main- 
tain absolute independence of 
either Russia or Germany. But it 
is dubious whether, in the long run, 


matters would fall out that way. It 
might just as likely happen that a 
powerful impetus would thus be 
created later to draw Russia and 
Germany together in a common 
hostility. 

The Soviet altitude toward east- 
ern Europe goes far beyond a re- 


adjustment of frontiers. The 
Soviet government knows that 
there are ideological differences 


between her conception of a social, 
economic and political order, and 
the conceptions dominating gov- 
erning groups abroad. The Soviet 
Union has always expected to be 
attacked, But she has not counted 
on war originating from one quar- 
ter alone, It might have come, in 
Soviet reckoning, as easily from a 
Europe under Anglo-French dom- 
ination, given certain types of gov- 
ernment in power, as from a Eur- 
ope under German~ domination. 
Thus the Soviets will use every 
ounce of power they have, to see 
that no new threat can arise in any 
foreseeable future. The Soviet 
wishes a real understanding with 
the United Statse and Britain, but 
she will never put all her eggs in 
that basket either, pending the cre- 
ation of a hard and fast genuine 
security system for she knows that 
governments and with them inter- 
national policies can change. 
Meanwhile, it is Soviet policy not 
to tolerate in any eastern European 
country, which might some time be- 
come a jumping off spot against 
her, any government not closely in 


issue in Poland. A strong Poland 
can exist with Soviet benevolence 
if it can be counted upon not to 
jump the Soviet defence system. 
This is the situation, painful for 
conservative Poles who fear the 
extension of Soviet social ideas 
over all Poland, who gravitate to- 
ward the west and prefer to be in 
a western system.

How Roosevelt Was Saved 
From Plot Against Life 


In Iran

WASHINGTON—At a safe dis- 
tance from Teheran, the full story 
can now be told of the measures 
taken to protect the President from 
the plot against his life. 

The message from Stalin, warn- 
ing Roosevelt that Nazi paratroop- 
ers had come 
down in Iran, 
reached the Am- 
erican Embassy 
on the day of the 
President's ar- 
rival. Stalin him- 
self had arrived 
the night before, 
and learned that f 
38 paratroopers 
had landed in the 
countryside, that 
26 of them had 
been rounded up, 
but that 12 were still at large. 

Since the Soviet and British Em- 
bassies were adjacent in one part

‘of town, and the American Embassy 


more than a mile distant, it would 
be safer for all three leaders if 
they could be brought together and 
guarded by the same force. But the 
problem was how to get the Presi- 
dent safely to the Soviet Embassy? 

The problem was solved by a 
finesse of which the U.S. Secret 
Service may now be proud. The 
main route between the American 
and Soviet Embassies was guarded 
constantly by Persian police. 
Churchill had covered this route 
when he arrived, driving from the 
airport to the British Embassy. 
Secret Service men looked at the 
crowd of spectators lined up along 
the way, and shook their heads, 
There were between thirty and 
forty thousand people—a motley 
mixture of races—in which a des- 
perado might easily mingle without 
being noticed. 

So Secret Service ordered out 
US. troops to supplement the Per- 
sian police—and then took another 
route entirely. When the Yank uni- 
forms appeared, the whole town 
was sure the President would come 
that way.

Prisoner 


Secret service bustled the presi- 
dent into a car, and drove him 
down the side streets of the town, 
unobserved by anyone. They had 
tried to get an armored car, but 
there was no such equipment to be 
had in Irain. However, this Journey 
and the return journey four days 
later, were safely executed. 

At the Soviet embassy, during 
the four days of conferences, the 
president was a prisoner in his own 
quarters. He lived in the same 
building where the conferences 
were held, and did not venture out- 
doors at any time. 

Another Secret Service worry 
was about the water supply. Tehe- 
ran has no general sewage system 
or piped water supply. The water 
runs down from the mountains in 
open aquaducts, which many use 
as a semi-sewer. Fortunately, the 
British and Russian embassies 
were equipped with their own spe- 
cial pipe lines. But even this water 
was carefully tested before the big 
shots arrived, 

Only members of the American 
party who got sick were some of 
the Secret Service detail, who ex- 
perimented too freely with dishes 
of camel's meat. 

Note—This assignment was by 
far the most difficult ever under- 
taken by Secret Service in guard- 
ing the person of any president. 
Chief of the detail was Michael F, 
Reilly,

The Russians either had been 
very naive in sending Menshikov 
without any advance an- 
nouncement, or else this was their 
way of gently notifying Governor 
Lehman that his organization was 
going to be one of the most im- 
portant in the world and that they 
wanted Russia represented in a 
high-up post.

By withholding food 
and clothing from Greeks who op-

Freedom of Worship 


N JANUARY 6, 1941, President Roosevelt addressed Congress on 
“The War Aims of the Democracies,” He said, among other things, 
“We are fighting for four basic freedoms— freedom of worship, 

freedom of speech, freedom from want, freedom from fear.” Here is 
a summary of essentials. It is destined to stand out as one of the 
great statements of history. In it the President gave voice to the 
aspirations of earth's freedom-loving multitudes. 

“Freedom of Worship” properly comes first. It is the most {m- 
portant of all because it goes to the roots of human life. What does 
“freedom of worship” mean? Surely that each person, being in- 
dividually a child of God, standing in the same relation to God as 
every other person, has the right to direct approach to his Heavenly 
Father: no one may prevent him from coming to God or compel him 
to do so; no one may force him to make.his approach in a particular 
manner; it is his own private affair so long as he does not harm or 
interfere with others in the exercise of this sovereign right. 

This is not an arbitrary claim. It is a necessity, rooted in man’s 
very nature. His choices must be his own. He must be free to make 
them himself. No one else’s decision can make him good or bad. His 
character depends upon his being free to choose for himself. This 
was basically what John Smith was contending for in England, three 
hundred years ago, when he held that “The magistrate is not, by 
virtue of his office, to meddle with religion’ —man must be free. 
“Freedom of Worship” is a great heritage. It has been won at great 
cost. Centuries of struggle lie behind its attainment. When Tennyson 
sang of England as 

“The land that freemen till; 

That sober-suited freedom chose,” 
he knew that the freedom that was the glory of England had been 
purchased with the blood of England's sons. Many precious lives have 
been sacrificed upon its altar. 

But it has been left for twentieth century fascist states to offer 
the most serious and definite challenge to freedom of worship which 
it has ever encountered. That challenge is summed up by one 
sentence from Alfred Rosenberg’s thirty-point plan for the national 
Reich Church in Germany, “The national Reich Church of Germany 
categorically claims the exclusive right and power to contro) all 
churches within the border of the Reich.” Here the individual is not 
free. The state regulates his religion. He worships as the state 
dictates. Here is one of the major issues in this present struggle. 
To recover and preserve freedom of worship for everyone, free men 
are giving their lives; free nations are pouring out their wealth; and 
we shall fight on until this right is secured. 

But one must go a step farther. An honest observer of the state 
of religion in Canada today must admit that vital religion faces an 
even more serious threat than that of national socialism: it is to be 
found in the failure of great masses of her citizens to excrcise the 
prerogatives of this dearly-bought freedom. It is not that men are 
being deprived of the privilege to worship God according to their 
desires but rather that they are not taking the trouble to worship Him 
at all. 

It may be worth while recalling that the reason for the growth of 
fascism was that men in the countries concerned despised democracy. 
They would not accept their responsibilities as citizens, They wanted 
someone else to take the responsibility. Accordingly, someone else 
did. He rose up and took control of their entire lives. This tendency 
also showed itself strongly in democratic countries. The disposition 
of great multitudes was to say, “Democracy is inept.” “It is dead.” 
“Let us have something that gets things done.” So people despised 
their heritage of freedom. Only the excesses of the dictator roused 
us to our danger. The same tendency is seen in the realm of religion. 
Professor R. J. McCracken, in an address before a religious body in 
Canada last June, asked the question, “Are we in danger of confusing 
freedom of religion with freedom from religion?” This is a real 
danger. “Freedom of conscience,” says the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
in his recent book, ‘The Hope of the World,’ “does not mean freedom 
to do as I choose but freedom to do as I ought.” If the free men of 
Canada do not wish to see religion die out from their midst, as demo- 
cracy died in Germany, they must realize that freedom of worship is 
a sovereign right—but it is also a great responsibility. It can only be 
consummated when it is exercised.

Air Power 
Jet-Propelled Type of Airplane

Announcement that British and American aviation en- 
gineers have successfully developed a rocket or jet-propelled 


type of airplane has stirred up immense interest. 


That in- 


terest is entirely justified. This is one of the most important 
technological advances made in this war. It is not only likely 


to have telling effects on the 


further course of the conflict 


but will influence deeply the whole future of flying. 


Rocket propulsion, of course, isi 


not a new thing; the basic idea is 
centuries old. As applied to aerial 
warfare, it was employed on a 
crude basis even in World War I. 
The Italians made public an ex- 
perimental flight of a propellerless 
jet-type plane several years ago.)

represents the broadest applica- 
tion of the principle yet achieved.

It opens up immense new horizons | 


for aviation both in the military 
field and in civilian flying. Ulti- 
mately it means a revolution in 
the concept of aircraft involving a 
tremendous increase in speeds and 
all-around performance. 

A rudimentary example of a jet 


engine is the familiar rotating 
water sprinkler on your lawn, Be- 
cause water under pressure 


escapes from the nozzle, or jet, it 
Propels the wheel in the direc- 
tion opposite to the flow of the 
water. In the jet engine, it is not 
water but gas which is emitted 
from the nozzle under high pres- 
sure, This pressure is generated 
by combustion of gases within the 
engine, 

Rocket and jet propulsion be- 
long in the same group of re- 
active motors, in that they both 
Obtain their forward thrust by 
expelling gases under great pres- 
sure through jets. But there are 
extensive differences. 

The rocket engine carries its 
own oxygen. This, as well as 
hydrogen and some inert gases, are 
pre-compressed in some instances 
in liquid form. As these gases are 
ignited, they expand and escape 
through the jet, pushing the rocket 
in the opposite direction. Con- 
trary to the popular belief, the 
rocket engine does not work in 
spurts or a series of explosions 
but provides a continuous smooth 
flow of power. 
SELF-CONTAINED 

Since it is not dependent on the 
outside air, such a rocket engine 
is self-contained and, therefore, 
can function beyond our gtmos- 
phere. Theoretically, this is the 
kind of motor power that can take 
us even beyond the gravitation of 
the earth into  inter-planetary 
space. Mechanically the problem 
is already solved. The rocket, 
however, is extremely extravagant 
on fuel consumption, so that it 
remains for thermo-chemistry to 
give us new fuels for sustained 
flight. After all, no one wants to 
go beyond the gravitation of the 
earth and not have enough fuel to 
get back. 

The jet propulsion engine of the 
type just announced does not carry 
its own oxygen but uses the oxy- 
gen contained in the air. The 
conventional gasoline engine or 
gas turbine, instead of turning an 
airplane propelicr, operates a 
mechanism which compresses the 
air, This is mixed with atomized 
fuels such as gasoline, kerosene, 
alcohol, or some other fuels of the 


hydro-carbon family, rich in bydro- 


gen. From that point forward the 
operation is the same as in the 
rocket engine; that is to say, the 
gas is released, ignited, and 
expansion and emission through 
the jet provifles the power 

At the present stage jet pro- 
pulsion is more practical because 
it eliminates the need for carry- 
ing the heavy compressed oxy- 
gen, thus enabling flights of 
longer duration. 

The development of the jet en- 


gine was made possible by a num | 


ber of recent scientific victories 
One was the development of new 
‘alloys able to withstand extreme 
heat, The gases in combustion pro- 
duce temperatures of 1,500 degrees 
and over, and it is only in recent 
years that materials to resist such 
temperatures have been produced. 


HELPED SOLVE PROBLEM 

It is interesting to note the re- 
| finement of the turbo-supercharger 
for planes like the P-47, or Thun- 
derbolt, and the advances that 
have been made in gas turbines 
| have contributed materially to the 
development of such alloys and 
therefore have helped solve the jet 
propulsion problem. 

The timing of the announcement 
of the new airplane is obviously 
significant. Normally, new weapons 
are kept absolutely secret until 
thrown into actual combat and a 
sample captured by the enemy, in 
order to get the maximum value 
out of the surprise element. Thus, 
not a word was said publicly about 
the 75-mm. cannon installed on our 
Mitchell bomber until nearly a 
year after it was in action. The 
B-29 was kept a secret long after 
it was in production and even to- 
day its essential features have not 
been revealed. It would be naive 
to suppose that the surprise value 
of the jet propulsion plane has 
been sacrificed without good and 
sufficient reasons. 


SHOT IN THE ARM 


One consideration was doubtless 
the need to give Allied morale a 
shot in the arm insofar as new 
weapons are concerned, 
Germans constantly springing on 
such new developments as rocket 
torpedoes and trailing bombs, and 
boasting of more and deadlier 
secret weapons to come, our own 
leaders probably felt it desirable 
to prove that our side, too, is not 
asleep at the swiich of scientific 
progress. 

The other and more vital con- 
sideration was to deliver an addi- 
tional blow to German morale, al- 
ready undermined by intense air 
bombing. In brandishing a new 
weapon at the very time we are 
making elaborate preparations for 
a full-scale invasion, it is hoped 
further to weaken the German will 
to fight by demonstrating the futil- 
ity of any attempt at retaliation.

Floor prices for poultry products 
should be established at least 12 
months prior to the end of export 
contracts, payable to the producer 
on the basis of delivery at egg and 
poultry grading stations. 


PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN 


The best possible salesmanship 
should be provided to maintain a 
high level of poultry products’ con- 
sumption in Canada. A_ publicity 
campaign stressing the food value 
of these products should be syn-| 
chronized with the falling-off in 
post-war demand. 

The cost of advertising beyond 
that supported by the government 
would be borne by the imdustry. A 
committee should go to the United 
Kingdom to survey possible dried 
egg sales there after the war.

pendence and integrity of his coun- 
try can best be insured if Czceho- 
Slovakia falls neither under the 
predominant influence of eastern 
Europe nor under that of western 
Europe, the words which he spoke 
at Moscow when he signed the new 
twenty-year treaty of friendship 
and mutual assistance with Foreign 
Commissar Molotov, are of special 
significance. 

Dr. Benes said: 

“The Soviet Union sincerely de- 
sires a strong, consolidated, fully 
homogeneous Czecho-Slovak re- 
public which would be a truly 
good and strong friend, and a col- 
laborator of the Soviet people in 
the future defense of a lasting 
peace in Europe. 

“The same wish also applies to 
the future Poland. The Soviet Un- 
ion not only desires good and 
friendly relations with her, but also 
a strong Polish - Czecho - Slovak 
friendship and collaboration.” 

The three great powers, “and par- 
ticularly the Soviet Union, fully 
respect the independence of the 
smaller nations and state that they 
desire a strong Czecho-Slovakia, a 
strong Poland, a strong Yugoslavia 
and, of course, an independent 
Austria, Rumania, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary and Finland.” 


MODEL FOR OTHER PACTS 

It would be difficult to draw any 
interpretation from these words 

spoken by a Czecho-Slovak patriot 
of wisdom and experience and of 
proven devotion to the cause of the 
sovereign freedom of his own peo- 
ple than that both the Soviet gov- 
ernment and the Czecho-Slovak 
government desire the new treaty 
to serve as a mode! for similar pacts 
between them and their neighbors 
of eastern Europe who are mem- 
bers of the United Nations, and that 
the president of Czecho-Slovakia 
believes that such agreements will 
guarantee the sovereignty and se- 
curity of his own country as well 
as the sovereignty and security of 
the other countries adjacent to Rus- 
Sla. 

It is regrettable, perhaps, as Mrs. 
McCormick has pointed out, that 
the two powers should have utilized 
a form of convention which bears 
the stigma of pre-1939 futility and 
to which resort, for purposes of 
deception, was made by Hitlerite 
Germany. It seems to me, however, 
that the outstanding consideration 
whith will arise, if a series of 
agreements of this character are 
successfully negotiated, will be the 
fact that in such manner there 
would be created a regional system 
of eastern Europe, 

Bearing in mind the history of 
the last twenty years, with spe- 
cific reference to the Soviet Un- 
ion and Czecho-Slovakia, there is

every reason why these two 
countries should take all possible 
precautions to insure their own 
future security by arrangements 
which will encourage the exist- 
ence of independent, strong and, 
above all, friendly governments, 
supported by popular opinion in 
their vicinity. 

As Mr. Lippman has indicated, 
Russia has just as legitimate a 
motive in favoring the creation of 
a regional system of well disposed, 
co-operative nations in her neigh- 
borhood as the United States has 
had in taking part in the formation | 
of the existing inter-American sys- 
tems of the Western Hemisphere. | 


AID TO LASTING PEACE 

Such a development in eastern 
Europe would minimize the prob- | 
ability of an outbreak of constant | 
disturbances in that area during the 
first post-war years. If such a re- 
gional organization were to be! 
neither politically nor economically | 
exclusive, and were effectively co- | 
ordinated with a superior interna-| 
tional executive authority repre-| 
sentative of all nations, it would| 
also help to bring about the last- | 
ing European peace which we hope| 
to see established. 

The “if” is all-important 

Were a regional system of eastern | 
Europe to be employed merely as 
a counterpoise to the regional sys- 
tem of western Europe created 
under British auspices which Gen-} 
eral Smuts apparently favors there 
would at once arise the probability 
of a return to the old balance-of- 
power system, and, in such form, | 
balance of power in a peculiarly 
dangerous guise. This development | 
would inevitably imply the con-| 
struction of political and economic | 
“spheres of influence” for two of | 
the great powers. 


SAME DANGER 


The same danger would exist, for 
that matter, if the existing inter-| 
American system of the twenty-one | 
American republics had been con- 
ceived, or were to be utilized, as a 
military or economic counterweight 
to Europe or .the Far East. 

The existence, however, of region- 
al systems functioning under the 
supervisory authority of an execu- 
tive council of the future world 
organization, composed of repre- 
sentatives of the major powers upon 
which must fall the responsibility 
for preventing war, together with 
representatives designated by all 
regions, would help to solve many 
difficult problems which might 
otherwise prove far less easy of 


solution if the United Nations 
created the new world organiza- 
tion on the strictly universal 


basis envisaged in the Covenant 
of the League of Nations.

And Mine

So you want to adopt a baby? If 
you have a nice home, an aching, 
empty heart and this desire to pro- 
tect and love some parentless child, 
you feel the wish is father to the 
deed. Would that it were so. 

The first emotion such prospec- 
tive parents may suffer is disap- 
pointment. They want a baby so 
badly and there are no babies to 
be had. Let them take heart. One 
must wait nine months for one’s 
own baby, why quibble at waiting 
a year for one to adopt? 

Be resigned to a long wait for 
there is no speedy path to adop- 
tion. The supply of babies is far 
from equal to the demand. When 
confused about available places 
from which to find a baby for 
adoption, apply first to your 
Child Welfare Bureau, or bur- 
eau of similar name and objec- 
tive, at the government offices of 
your own state or province. 

It will be in touch with the var- 
ious licensed agencies throughout 
the state or province and can pro- 
vide the prospective parents with 
the names of those most convenient 
to them. Then, when your name has 
been added to the list, you must 
fulfill any requirements made by 
the agency and wait patiently until 
your name comes up. 

Do not be angry or insulted by 
the investigation made of your- 
self and your husband, It is es- 
sential before any baby is put 
into your keeping the agency be 
convinced you are healthy per- 
sons, that your economic stabil- 
ity is such that you can be ex-

Is your sweetest smoke of all the day that last cigarette, cigar or pipeful 
just before you put out the light and snuggle under the covers to sleep the sleep 
of the contented? But here are some harsh words: you and I—and everyone else 
who smokes in bed—are potential “enemies of the state”, for unwittingly we 
niay cause at any time a fire disastrous to property and life alike. 


Smokers are not necessarily the worst offenders where fires are concerned; 
nevertheless, the carelessness of smokers often is contributory to fires of far- 
reaching consequence. A match tossed from the window of a car, an unextin- 
guished cigarette butt or the hot ashes from a pipe—little things in themselves, 
yet each has caused destruction of homes and business houses, factories, crops 
and forests. In one recent year alone, 30 per cent of all the Canadian fires of 
which the cause was established were traced directly to the carelessness of smokers 
—and that’s something which smokers everywhere would do well to note. Incident- 
ally, authentic figures indicate that in that one year the monetary value of this 
preventable destruction by fire in Canada ran to $1,871,079.00; serious at any 


time, but calamitous when Canada is engaged in war. 


In one war vear alone Canada’s fire wastage summed up to 3238 lives and 
$28.000,000.00; not an enviable record. Fortunately, we can cut down the havoc 
of fire simply by substituting carefulness for carelessness. Carefulness, for in- 
stance, will dictate a “no smoking” rule for storerooms, attics, closets and gar- 
ages. Careful householders will have gas leaks and electrical trouble checked im- 
mediately by the companies concerned: they will have furnaces, stoves, smoke- 
pines, chimnevs cleaned reeularty, Come to think of it, we all can help to cut down 


the toll of fires throughout 1944.

Province Asking 
Renewal of Bill 


A provincial government treasury 
bill for $4,509,000, held by the Do- 
minion of Canada, fell due on Sat 
urday, and renewal has been re-

The money was borrowed in the 
last years of the U.F.A, govern- 
ment’s administration, between 1931 
and 1935, and was spent for gen- 
eral revenue and telephone pur- 
poses.

Tax Pre-Payments 
Pass Million Mark 


Pre-payments of 1944 city taxes 
swept past the $1,000,000 mark on 
Friday as hundreds of taxpayers 
flocked to the city hall to avail 
themselves of the City’s tax pre- 
payment plan. 

Saturday morning, the final day 
for making the pre-payment, long 
lines of taxpayers poured cash and 
cheques into the city treasury, and 
it is now almost certain that the 
$1,200,000 total of 1943 will be ex- 
ceeded. 

Pre-payments up to Friday night 
amounted to $1,069,917.22 compared

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French Units, 
Seize Village 
Three Heights

ALGIERS, Jan. 15.—French 
units of the Allied Fifth Army 
have captured Acquafondata and 
three strategic mountains in new 
gains of two miles which threat- 
ened today to outflank Cassino, 
the last important German de- 
fence bastion on the Rome road. 
The fall of Acquafondata, six 

miles northwest of Cassino, capped 


jthe most succes:ful French offen- 


sive of the Italian campaign which 
had carried five miles through bit- 
ter cold, the roughest terrain of 
the entire front, and heavy German 
resistance, 

Gen. Alphonse Juin's drive was 
rolling up the defences northeast 
of Cassino, a sizeable section of 
which collapsed with the loss of 
Acquafondata, which had held out 
for some two imonths. 


ADRIATIC UNCHANGED 


The Eighth Army front remained 
unchanged, the only activity being 
sharp patrol action by both sides, 

While the French sliced in above 
Cassino, American units on their 
left pressed toward it for a frontal 
assault. They still were fighting 
for the approaches to Mount Troc- 
chio, the last barrier in that sector 
before Cassino itself. 

The Allies simultaneously un- 
leashed a heavy air assault from 
Italy. A big formation of heavy 
bombers attacked Mostar, Yugo- 
slavia, 70 miles east of Split, 
where the Nazis had concentrated 
air strength for the defence of 
the Balkans, They blasted run- 
ways and hangars and trapped 
German planes on the ground. 


The capture of the three moun- 
tains put the French in position to 
develop their flanking threat to 
Cassino. 

They took Mount Ferro, 3,300-foot 
peak two miles northwest of Acqua- 
fondata overlooking the mountain 
stronghold of Vallerotonda, well 


within the northern defences of 
Cassino. 

MOUNT PILE TAKEN 

Mount Pile, towering height a 


mile north of the surrounded moun- 
tain village of Vitiousa, also fell, 
along with Mount Pegnano, two 
miles southwest of Atquafondata.

US. Wheat Stocks 
Rise in December 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—(AP)—The 
Commodity Credit Corporation was 
able to increase its stocks of wheat 
during December, a tabulation of 
the agency's monthly holdings 
showed today. It was the only 
month during the year in which 
the C.C.C.’s stocks, which are sold 
to livestock feeders, expanded, 


Despite the slight upturn in Dec- 
ember, the agency's supplies at the 
end of 1943 were much lower than 
at the start of the year. On Janu- 
ary 1, 1943, the C.C.C. owned 268,- 
312,000 bushels of wheat. By Dec. 
31, 1943, this had slumped to 92,- 
315,000 bushels. 

The yearly decline in C.C.C. 
stocks came in the face of large 
imports from Canada—which would 
been even larger if trans- 
portation facilities had not been 
in the domestic market. In the last 
months of 1943 the agency made 
fairly heavy purchases throughout 
the northwest. 

After August, 1943, the C.C.C.’s 
sales of feed wheat declined each 
month from the high rate of last 
summer 

Sales totalled 44,655,000 bushels in 
August, 36,981,000 in September, 
34,453,000 in October, 28,167,000 in 
November and 25,000,000 ‘estimat- 
ed) in December.

Britons, who now seldom see an 
orange or other citrus fruit and 
who have paid as high as £15 
(about $67.50) for a single lemon 
sold at a war benefit auction, were 
jolted harder by the news of the 
delay than by the word that the 
fruit was garnished with bombs, 


SECRET CACHFS 

Two of at least three orange 
ships an route to ‘ Britain were 
found to have secret cashes of ex- 
plosives, 

An explosion aboard .one of the 
vessels about 10 days ago destroy- 
ed between 200 and 300 cases, each 
containing 60 pounds of oranges. 

No casualties were suffered by 


the crew but there was damage 
aboard. 

An examination of the next 
ship’s cargo revealed a time- 


bomb secreted among the fruit 
and it was announced that a third 
ship laden with oranges which 
has not yet docked will be care- 
fully searched. 


The bombs were described as 
small type, probably not much big- 
ger than an orange. 

Some of the fruit came from 
Palestine, but most of it came from 
Spain, 


FRUIT EXPECTED 


The food ministry announced last 
Dec. 21 that oranges would be 
available to ration book holders at 
the rate of one pound per person 
each four weeks beginning early in 
January and continuing until 
March or April.

The Allied communique said the 
Australians sent their artillery into 
action against Sio after an overland 
of more than 50 miles up the 
peninsula coast in two months of 
hard fighting. 

Allied P-T boats and _ planes, 
hunting out and destroying barges 
attempting to load at Sio, balked 
evacuation attempts and the Jap- 
anese were trapped between Amer.

Chronic bronchitis is often more 
troublesome during the winter time 
than at other seasons and is fre- 
quently found in old people, who 
complain of having “a cold on the 
chest” which they are unable to 
throw off. 

Chronic bronchitis is often ac- 
companied by constipation and 
often some derangement of diges- 
tive function is also noted. Gener- 
ally it is due to fautly habits of 
living, but in some cases it is due 
to the patient working in a dust- 
filled atmosphere, where the dust 
provés irritating to the bronchial 
tubes, 

The symptoms of acute bron- 
chitis begin about the same as 
those of a cold. The patient has a 
discharge from the nose, there is 
a heaviness within the head and 
the muscles feel tired. Later, the

breast bone. In a short time a 
tight cough develops and within a 
few days the cough begins to raise 
mucus in copious amounts. The 
average attack is over within a 
week or so. 

During acute bronchitis, the pa- 
tient should rest in bed and should 
be given feedings of fruit juice, 
with plenty of water *to drink. 
Other food should be withheld for 
a few days. At least one daily 
enema is to be taken. When there 
is pain or tightness through the 
chest, the application of heat will 
usually prove comforting and 
soothing. 

If the patient seems toxic, and 
exhibits such symptoms as fever, 
restlessness, and a coated tongue, 
the sweating treatment may often 
be used to good effect. 

Once the attack is well started 
it will run its course and it is bet- 
ter to let recovery come when it 
will than to try to force it by too 
strenuous a treatment. Sometimes 
the person caring for the patient, 
in a mistaken zeal, keeps him dis- 
turbed by frequent attention, rub- 
bing the chest, bathing him, using 
heat, giving him something for his 
cough, and so on, when the patient 
would do better with less atten- 
tion and more rest. 

The outstanding symptom of 
chronic bronchitis is a persistent 
cough. In the mild cases, this may 
appear only in the mornings. 
Eventually the cough may be ac- 
companied by shortness of breath.

Heavy Agenda 
Awaits Session 
Of U.K. House 


By ROSS MUNRO 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—(CP)— 
Parliament faces a heavy session 
when it reassembles soon after 
the Christmas recess, with new 
progress reports on the war ex- 
pected from the government and 
several important debates pend- 
ing on controversal domestic 
problems. 

It is unlikely that Prime Minister 
Churchill, who suffered an attack 
of pneumonia after the Middle Fast 
conferences, will appear in the 
commons immediately but from his 
convalescent headquarters in a 
warmer climate he is sharing in the 
long-range direction of the gove 
ernment and his views will be pre- 
sented to the house by cabinet col- 
leagues. 


EUROPEAN POLICY 

Some members anticipate the 
government will give some insight 
into its policy for Europe after the 
war and statements may be made 
on the Balkan situation, the Rus- 
sian-Polish border dispute and 
some aspects of the coming west 
ern invasion, 

There has been increasing agi- 
tation in many parts of the coun- 
try for a more clearly defined 
government policy for post-war
